telligent that could be secured, in 
charge of both offices. to supervise all 
messages offered. These gentlemen 
have simp!y carried out their instruc- 
‘tions, and have refused only a few 
telegrams ‘hat were calculated to 
arouse bad feelings. 

Ear'ty in the day the Governor sum- 
moned the Governor’s Guard to the 
executive ‘mansion. Drawing them up 
in line, he addressed them, saying he 
was informed that their disbandment 
was not their fault, but that they had 
been overawed by a mob at their doors. 
He told them they stood before the 
people of the State as a. disgrace,, 
and that he now wished to give them 
the.opportunity to wipe the stain from 
their brow and to restore them tv 
henor. He asked for some indications 
as to whether they would obey his or- 
ders, in whioh event their arms woutd 
be given back to them. . 

As he made this assertion, five of the 
men threw down their bayonets, and 
Were quickly followed by several others. 
Their captain begged them to desist 
and wait until the Governor had fin- 
isned. Gov. told them, how- 
ever, it was satisfactory, for he only 
wished to know exactly what their po-, 
sition was. He then said to those who 
remainet that they could leave, but 
that if determined to obey orders to 
report to the State Penitentiary. The 
remnant of the company marched to 
|} the armory, and in five minutes vhere- 
after had disbanded. 

During the day the Governor noti- 
‘fled: the captains of the other com- 
panies that the:arms must be delivered 
“to the State within hours. They 
replied that: they did not know where 
the arms were, and that’ it was im- 
possibie to comply with his orders. 
The Governor informed them peremp- 
torily that the guns must be produced. 
On hearing this, a number of ¢eitizons, 
in the interest of peace. and order, ad- 
vised the men to give up the guns. 
On their earnest advice, the young 
men soon expressed their Willingness to 
do everything in their power to put 
their captain in possession of the 
arms. 

At 5 o'clock marching orders | were 
given to the troops Stationed at the 
penitentiary. Gov. Tillman addressed 
them, saying: ‘As chief executive offi- 
cer of South Carolina I wish to say a 
few words to you before your de- 
parture. I thank. you for the prompt- 
ness and zeal displayed by you in re- 
sponding to the call for duty. Many 
of? you have doubts as to the justice 
of the. cause for which you go. You 
are Reform Democrats and antis, but 
all South Carolinians, thank God. The 
reason of your going to Darlington is 
caused by the dispensary law, and it 
is a law as long as it stands on the 
Sstatute-books and until it is repealed 
or declared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court. The newspapers have 
sown the seed of discord by teaching 
that there are portions of the law 
which invade private rights. They 
know that when they say that that 
they lie. The right to search private 
houses on a warrant is as old as the 
law itself. They know. they are not 
telling the truth when they try to 
make you believe these men in Darling- 
ton were defending their liberties. 

“T said in my message to the Legis- 
lature that a large force of constables 
would not be necessary if the police of 
the towns would enforce the law, but 
they would not do this. The dispensary 
is not the issue row, but as long as 
it is on the statute-books, so help 
God, I intend to enforce it. When ihe 
news came of the trouble I was never 
more shockéd. When the officers of 


ps law were shot down I was horri- 
} fied. 


The Sheriff telegraphed me he 
was powerless. My first and natural 
impulse was td appeal to the militia 
of Columbia. What.did they do? They 
surrendered ingloriously the honor of 
being in the service of the State, but, 
thank God, there are men left who will 
obey orders and not be swayed from 
duty by adverse political opinion. Two 
companies at Florence and Sumpter 
did likewise when the action of Colum- 
bia was known. We then see thé spec- 
tacle of the adjutant- general running 


over the State trying to get men to 
do their duty. 
“When ordered out the Fourth 


Brigade of Charleston, that crack com- 
mand, all they did was to dicker with 
me’ as to what was their duty. Those 
cowards in Charleston did like those 
in Columbia. Without a company at 
my command I began to cast about 
to see what I could do to uphold the 
‘dignity of the law.—Thank God, I have 
found them ‘in you. . You are going on 
a delicate and dangerous mission. Yeu 

must remember that Darlington peo- 
ple are our fellow-citizens, but they 
are in insurrection, and it is necessary 
for you to go’there to. uphold the law. 
I learned they destroyed a State dis- 
pensary. Nobody did this but the ex- 
barkeepers. and their hirelings. You 
go as an arm of the law, and you 


must treat the Darlington people with 


consideration, but if you -are ordered 
to shoot, -vou must do it, or anarchy 
will prevail in the State. I hope to re- 


you to your homes’ as early as. 
possible, but the law must be upheld 
er the State will be the laughing-stock 
of the world. This ought to bea proud 
day for you. In’ after years you can 
hand down as-a heritage to your chil- 
dren that you are, proud of it.’

Light Dragoons of the same place, 
combined, mustered 35 men: Greenville 
Guards, 16 men; Abbeyville Rifles, 20 
men. Capt. J. H, Tillman went with 
the tropps. He said he had ordered 
his company, the Capers Light In- 
fantry, to Darlingion and he expected 
to meet them there 96 strong. There 
was a force of exactly 392 men all told. 
A number of boxes of cartridges were 
placed upon the train. Gen. Reichs- 
burg, who is commanding, would not 
Say anything about his orders. 

The troops went on a special train 
over the Atlantic Coast Line road. 
Immense crowds of people were at the 
crossing at which the soldiers boarded 
the train. Three companies were left 
in-the city. Three hundred volunteer 
citizens, armed to the teeth. left shortly 
after the departure of the troops, and 
are ready ‘to obey the-orders of the 
Governor. More volunteers are to 
come. Nothing can be heard here 
from Darlington, as the telegraph com- 
pany will not receive or send tele- - 
grams except from the Governor. 

Governor Tillman received a dispatch’ 
tonight to the effect that nine fugi- 
tive constables hoarded the train at 
Lake City on the Northeastern Rail- 
way, and -within a few hours will 
have arrived safely at Charleston. 
There are seven constables still unac- 
counted for. Their names are, Swan, 
Meekin, Ktng, Holloway, 
Walker and Millard. Gov. Tillman’ 
thinks the escape of these nine men 
will greatly relieve the tension. He 
says honors are about even between 
the two parties in. the killing at Dar- 
lington, and that if the other spies 
escape the trouble will be over. He 
has also received dispatches from 
Adjt.-Gen. Farley, now in Darlington, 


saying that citizens told him the 
wounded constable, MecLennon, had 
been delivered to his friends. Gen. 


Farley does not know where he now is. 

The Associated Press representative 
had a lengthy interview with Gov. 
Tillman at the executive mansion this 
evening. The Governor grented the 
quested interview without hesitation 
and spoke freely about the situation. 
There was some indication of nervous- 
ness in his manner, but, altogether, he 
was as collected as could be expected 
under such -.circumstances. The Gov-- 
ernor stated that, in his opinion, the 
worst of the danger was over. He said 
that inasmuch as Darlington and Flor- 
ence were in a state of insurrection he 
felt it his-duty to exert himself to the 
utmost to uphold the dignity of the 
law and preserve, the peace of ’the 
State. At. the tinfe of the interview 
the three hundred militiamen had left 
on a special train for Darlington. In 
view of the number of companies which 
has refused to respond to his call he 
was greatly gratified at having finally. 
placed the troops en route to the scene 
of the trouble. 

“But will they-sheot?" was asked: 

“Will they shoot?’’ exclaimed 
Governor with emphasis. ‘Well you 
ought to have heard them cheer when‘ 
I told them to shoot.’’ 

When asked how soon he expected 
to restore civil law he said he could 
not tell; there was so much at stake: 
Darlington, and the community were in 
insurrection, defying the authority of 
the State and the insurrectionists must 
be put down. The property of the 
State (meaning the dispensaries) had 
been destroyed. The guilty parties 
must be. discovered and brought to 
justices. The dispensary constables 
were being pursued and were in im-7 
minent danger of losing their lives. He 
would not.permit them to be hounded’ 
down and shot likc dogs. Pending de- 
velopments he would keep. the militia 
under arms. 

A few minutes previous to this inter- 
view it was reported that the censor- 


ship of telegraphs had been withdrawn. 


He was questioned as to the accuracy 
of ‘the rumor and denied it. He said 
he did not wish to have anything sent 
out which would inflame the passions 
of the people and for that reason, with 
a view of securing accurate reports, he 
would continue the censorship. ‘Now 
I will play editor for you fellows,” 
seid he with a laugh. “Just write 
reports, bring them to me 
and [ will look over them. If they are 
not sensational or incendiary I will 
let them go.’ 

He spoke confidently of the strength 
of his sympathizers. ‘I can assemble 
from 1000 to 1500 men to support me,” 
he said. ‘‘Why, I have received tele- 
grams from all over the State offering 
assistance, and I can get as many men 
as I can furnish with transportation.” 
He spoke feelingly of the disbandment 
of the Governor's Guard. “The com- 
pany is 51 years o'd and this is the 
first time its members have ever re- 
fused to obey orders,” i.e said. He 
says that Capt. Bateman shed. tears 
over the action of the company. 

‘What effect will the present disturb- 
ances have on the dispensary laws?” 

“It will strengthen them. These 
ecntinued cCisturbances have been 
brought on by the low-down. whisky 
element and by the violent opposition. 
to the measure which the cities have 
made. The issue is whether the State 
is to be turned over to the hoodlums 
and toughs or be governed by its intel- 
ligent citizens.

President Diaz Opens the Spring Session— 
Relations With This Country...

| ~ Some Respects. 


The Modus Operandi from Beginning 


to End, 


Efforts of the City Officials to Protect the 
Interests of the Property-owners—

The sale of property for city taxes 
and the tax sale certificates and tax 
deeds in connection . therewith, al- 
though quite extensive, appear 19 ke 
so little understood. ty people gener- 
ally that an explanation somewhat in 
detail may not be inappropriuie. 

In order to make it clear, let it be 
suppesed that Mr. Jones’s taxes, on 
the lot which he owns, for the year 
1893-4 are $20. The ‘first half of those 


taxes, or $10, will become delinyuent 


if not paid on or before the first Mon- 
day in November, and thereafter there 


will be due a penalty of 19 per cent. 


of the first half, making the total 
amount due $21 up te the first Monday 
in May, when the second half l.ecomes 
If, at that time. the te yes 
on Mr. Jones’s lot have not been paid

Should Mr Jones learn that his 
property has been sold for.taxes and 
wishes -to redeemr it he will, within cne 
year from the date of sale, apply at 
the City Clerk’s office for a written 
statement, showing the number of the 
tax sale and the amount now due on 
it. This statement is made out by the 
City Clerk or by ‘his deputy: and is 


| handed to Mr... Jones, who ‘must then 


proceed to the City Auditor’s office, 
and the Auditor, after making a 
proper record of it, gives Mr Jones 
an order on the City Treasurer to re- 
ceive the amount shown:by the City 
Clerk’s statement to be due. Mr. 
Joncs then goes to the City Treasurer's 
office, where he pays the amount stated 
and receives a receipt therefor. He 
takes this reccipt to the City Clerk's 
office, and on his request the (City 
Clerk will turn to the record of the 
tax sale of Mr. Jones’s property end 
enter thereon that the sale has. been 
redeemed. The Clerk will also indorse 
the same statement on the back of 
the City Treasurer's receipt that Mr. 
Jones has presented. Mr. Jones pays 
the City Clerk a fee of 50 cents for 
the redemption and mfy have the sat- 
isfaction ‘of knowing that his city 
taxes for that particular lot for tnat 
particular. year have been paid. In 
order to satisfy the $20 taxes due 
against his property, however, he has 
paid the sum of $33.50. 

Should Mr. Jones neglect to redeem 
the tax sale vntil one. year after the 
date of sale to Mr. Smith he may have 
a great deal more trouble in redeem- 
ing his property. When the year has 
expired Mr. Smith, upon proper ap- 
plication, is entitled to a tax deed, on 
receipt of which the lien on Mr. Jones’s 
property which up to this time has 
been vested ‘in the city, now becomes 
vested in Mr. Smith. 

If Mr. Smith makes np application 
for such tax deed Mr. Jones may make 
the redemption in the manner above 
described at any time within five years 
after the date of sale. If, however, 
Mr. Smith does secure a deed—as is 
usually the case—then, to use a com- 
mon expression, he has a “cinch” on. 
Mr. Jones. Mr. Smith may own a strip 
of the frontage of Mr. Jones’s lot so 
narrow that he cannot. possibly stand 
on it, yet the very fact of his owner- 
ship is sufficient to place a cloud on 
Mr. ‘Jones’s title to the lot and to 
render its sale difficult. 

If Mr. Smith be a generous man he 
may settle with Mr. Jones for a rea- 
sonable figure, but if, as is frequently 
the case, he be so inclined, he may 
take advantage of the opportunity 
and, to the enrichment of his own 
pocket, put Mr. Jones to great expense 
before he can clear the title to his 
land. . 

‘There are in this city several men 
who make a business of purchasing 
property on tax sales. Fortunately, 
however, they are not all of the 


“shark” order and so property- 


owner who is so unfortunate as to fall 
into the clutches of a tax-sale pur- 
chaser ,is not always made to go to 
an outrageous expense before he can 
redeem his property.

The amount of redemptions up to the 


‘Ist of March of this year, inchiding the 


50 per cent penalty, amounted to $2305.41 
of which amount $49.26 was upon sales 
made to the city, ledving a total amount 


of $2614.35 to be redeemed, of which’ 


amount the sales to the city still unre- 
deemed represents $362.58. 
Under the law for these redemptions 


there is no. increase of penalty until 


eleven months after the date of sale, 
which this year is about June 1, and a 
large- number of property-owners, act- 
ing upon the assumption that it is well 
to make a tax purchaser wait as long 
as possible to earn his penalties, allow 
the redemptions to run close on to the 
time of increased penalties. 

The preposition of the city purchas- 
ing all property sold for city taxes has 
several times been menticned, but thus 
It is 
stated there is no legal objection to the 
city doing so. 

If this could be done the city would 
be able to secure a considerably in- 
creased revenue from the tax sales, 
and at the same time the property-own- 
er so unfortunate as to have his prop- 
erty sold for-city taxes would be saved 
from the probable extortion of what is 
known as-a tax shark. 

Incidentally anything that can be 
done’ to insure the probable clearness 
of property’ titles would be an added. 
inducement to capitalists to make in- 
vestments in this city. 


TOTAL DEPRAVITY. 


The Depths to Which ‘‘Capt.’’ Wildrick Has 
Fellen. 
“Crpt.” N. P. Wildrick, the old rep- 
robate now in the City Prison await- 
ing’ sentence upon conviction of being 
a vagrant, which, in his case, means a 
lewd .and dissolute person, who lives in 
and about houses of ill-fame, is a strik- 
ing example of the depths of degrada- 
tion to which one of vicious propensi- 
ties will sometimes sink. ; 
A few years ago he is said to have 
been worth $100,000, and, as the owner 
of a. magnificent hotel in Montreal, 
Canada, was highly respected in the 
community in which he resided.: With 
an assiduity worther of a better cause 
Wildrick ran through this small for- 
tune in short order, by gambling and 
indulging in excesses of every kind 
imaginable; and after his last venture 
in business, the San Francisco res- 
taurant, failed, he appears to have 
thrown all further qualms aside and 
determined upon career —-which, 
fortunately, has been checked, for the 
time being, by his arrest here. 
Preying upon the affections of the 
lia Brown, who is said to owe 
her downfall to her lecherous old em- 
ployer, he induced her to completely 
sacrifice herself to his wishes however 
disagreable they might’ have proved to 
be. Even now that she has been re- 
leased from his clutches the girl still 
evinces her devotion to the man who 
caused her ruin, and last night she 
wrote a most pathetic letter to him, 
in which she expressed her love for and 
faith in him, in spite of the fact that 
she was about to return to her rela- 
tives in Portland, Or., and attempt to 
recover her lost prestige. 


THE SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


State Superintendent Anderson’s 
| Opinion of it.

‘Educational Pacitities are, as @ Rule, Satis- 
factory, but Should Be Increased in 
This Section Teachers’ 
Institutes. 


\. J. W. Anderson, State Superintendent 


of Schools, who is in the city for the 
purpose of attending the Los Angeles 
County Institute to be held here dur- 
ing the présent week, was seen at his 
room at the Hollenbeck by a Times 
reporter yesterday. 

Mr. Anderson speaks in very favor- 
able terms of the school system of the 
State as it at present is. He says he 
is especially pleased with the inter@st 
in educational matters as shown by the 


teachers of the gouthern part of the] 


State. 

In most of the cities and towns the 
facilities in the way of school build- 
ings are but iittle short of the demands, 
so that most of the children of school 
age can be accommodated. San Fran- 
cisco has sufficient, or at least nearly a 
sufficient number of buildings so that 
the children of that city may be ac- 
commodated. Heretofore there has 
been some overcrowding there as a 
result of the city not being satisfactor- 
ily districted, thus permitting pupils 
to a large extent to attend whichever 
school they pleased. As a result one 
school would be overcrowded while an- 
other s*hool would be comparatively 
empty. Arrangements are now being 
made, however, so as to make the dis- 
tribution of pupils more equitable. Los 
Angeles is one of the few cities which 
have so large a proportion of children 
of school age which the school facilities 
are not ample to accommodate. 

Mr. Anderson also speaks very favor- 
ably of the enterprise of the people 
and especially those in the smaller 
towns, as shown by the school buildings 
which have been erected. Of course, 
the characteristic Western entérprise 
has undoubtedly much to do with it 
yet it is none the less a fact that, 
particularly in the smaller towns the 
school equipment is far ahead of that 
to be found in towns of corresponding 
size in the Eastern States. 

The interest of the people in all parts 
of the State having not only the best 
common schools but also the most ex- 
cellent hdgher institutions of learning, 
is intense to a degree that surprises 
those not familiar with it. With 
scarcely an objection or murmur the 
people tax themselves largely in order 
that these institutions may be main- 
tained on a high standard. The prices 
paid teachers are considerably higher 
than in the Eastern States.. 

Notwithstanding the hard times the 
schools are not allowed to suffer. While 
it is found’ necessary to retrench along 
other lines the status of the schools !s 
not permitted to be lowered because 
of such forced curtailment. 

While Mr. Anderson has much to say 
in favor of the schools as they are, he 
holds that there are threatened dan- 
gers which should be obviated and con- 
ditions whch should be changed for the 
better. He states-that he finds the ten- 
dency in the management of the high 
schools to be th"arrange the courses 
of study so as tolbespecially favor those 
students who are preparing for en- 
trance to a university. Only a small 
proportion, perhaps 2 per cent., he says, 
of the high. school students will go 
to a university. He believes therefore 
that the high school courses should be 
arranged so as to give the preference 
to the students whose school training 
will end with the high school. The 
training for university entrance should 
be made supplemental to this. 

Arguing from the same standpoint 


davits and depositions, 


the preference in the way of support 
should ‘be given to the primary and 


grammar grades, rather than to the 
whigh schools. The school days of much 
‘the larger proportion of citizens end 


with their courses inthe primary and 
grammar grades, Only a comparatively 
small reentage of the people take 
high school courses. 

In regard to the manner of holding 
teachers’ institutes Mr. Anderson 


lieves the progent method can be con-. 


siderably impfoved. Each county in- 


stitute is now held under direction of- 


the county Superintendent of Schools. 
That official arranges for the speak- 
ers. It frequently happens that two 
institutes are held simultaneously and 
the result fs that it is difficult to se- 
cure stiitable speakers for each. He 
thinks it would be well to do as is 
done in some of the Eastern States, 
where institute conductors or instriic- 
tors are appointed by the State. The 
various county institutes are there ar- 
ranged to be held on such dates as will 
permit the State instructors to attend 
all of them.

DEAD ON THE DESERT. 


Another Prospector | Gone 
Account. | 


(Special Correspondence.) We found 
dead on the desert, my brother and 
myself,, March 21, 1894; about thirty 
miles north of Daggett, a man by the 
name of John Kreiner»and [ suppose 
through your columns’ his'friends will 
learn vf his death and where he was 
found. -We were going to the Panimint 
Valley from Colton to a gold mine 
we have in operation there. 

We left Daggett Tuesday, March 20, 
and next morning we had _ traveled 
about seven or eight miles when we 
came across him lying in the road on 
his back, by his wagon. 
all tangled up and looked as though 
they had been standing there three or 
four days. There,;was no feed in the 
wagon for them and very little water. 
turned the horses loose, as they 
were to weak to travel. The mutes 
were in better condition, so we thought 
we had better try and save them. We

But we stood it bravely 
and buried him the best we could and 
then started on our way to the mine 
still thinking of and wondering how he 
met his death. I suppose it is like all 
the rest that are found dead, another 
desert mystery, and God knows it is 
horrible to any one that has seen it. 
If you will kindly put this in print 
we will call on you when we return 
home. We are stopping in Colton at 
present, but will go to Los Angeles 
when we return in about ten or fifteen 
days.

The Gallant Irishman Who Fought at Lex- 
ington and Kernestown. 

(From A. F. Chapman and R. B. 
Avery’s paper, San Francisco:) James 
A. Mulligan of Chicago was as proud 
of his Irish origin as he was of his 
religion, though a native of New York 
State. He raised the Irish Brigade 
and commanded at the battle of Lex- 
ington, September, 1862, and for nine 
days held the place against the: army 
commanded by Gen. Sterling Price, 
another citizen of Irish origin. ‘After 
as gallant a resistance as _ history 
records he was compelled to surrender. 
So heroic had been his conduct that his 
command was paroled and permitted 
to go to their homes at Chicago. There 
the regiment was reorganized. -In the 
meantime. President Lincoln offered 
Col. Mulligan promotion to the rank 
of »rigadier-gene-al. Acceptance of 
the position would have necessitated 
a separation from his own regiment, 
according as the exigencies’ of the 
service might require.. ‘The deserved 
promotion was declined with thanks, 
but Col. Mulligan gallantly filled the 
position of a brigade commander until 
the 24th of July, 1864, when he was 
killed at the head of his command at 
the battle of Winchester.

MORE ABOUT LAND TAXATION, 
Our correspondent, John M., Reynolds, 


_ of San Francisco, sends tis another long 


letter on the subject of his proposition 
for a graduated land tax, upon which 
comment was recently made in these 
columns. As we have already stated, 
a graduated tax on land is theoretically 


a good idea, and might, perhaps, be} 


made to work well in practice, but we 
continue of the opinion that it will be 
time enough to ‘make a move-in this 
direction after a good effort has been 
made to assess and collect a full equal 
and fair rate of taxation upon all 
- land. property large and small. That 
is to.say, when the law shall have been 
enforced which declares that all ‘taxa- 
tions shall be equal. At present 
it is admittedly a fact that taxa- 
tion, especially of land, in this country 
is not equal. We could all point with- 
out any trouble to a dozen large un- 
improved estates, not a thousand miles 
from Los Angeles, which are taxed at 
less than a fifth of the prices which 
the .owners weuld accept for them, 
while alongside are some § improved 
properties which, in some cases, are 
taxed at a valuation fully as high~-as 
could be obtained for them if they were 
to be thrown on the market today. 
This is not right or just. It is not the 
law. It is not only wrong and unjust, 
but it is very unwise,. because it en- 
courages those who simply hold land 
for speculation and thus keeps back the 
development of this section. After 
granting all this, however, we still 
maintain that before. any change in 
the present law is. made, an attempt 
should be made to enforce-that*law as 
it is. 

Our correspondent maintains 
Many wealthy land-owners would con- 
tinue to keep their property undivided’ 
in large tracts even if it were taxed up 
to its full value. We think he exag- 
gerates such a possibility. The num- 
ber of men in this country who would 
be willing—even supposing they could 
afford it—to keep extensive tracts of 
land in an unimproved condition, while 
paying taxes on it in accordance with 
its value if it were under cultivation, 
is exceedingly limited. Should that 
class increase so as to threaten us with 
a@ number of large baronial estates, 
such as thev have in Europe, it will 
then’ be time enough to consider some 
such law as that of a graduated land 
tax. Meantime, we believe that if all 
land in California, improved and un- 
improved, were taxed equally, on a 
basis of what it can he made to pro- 
duce, at least nine-tenths of the large 
unimproved tracts would be placed 
upon the market as quickly as the 


owners could make arrangements to- 


do so. How many men in California 
are there who are able or willing to 
Pay full taxation on tracts of 10,000 
to 100,000 acres epiece, which yield them 
only an annual income from pasturage 
or grain, the latter crop sometimes 
only yielding a gvod return one ycar 
out of three? 

In what manner a uniform method of 


‘ taxation may best be secured is a larger 


question. It is not an easy question, 
as might appear on the surface, or as it 
would be if all men were honest and 
conscientious, but a very difficult und 
complicated question. If assessors were 
ail men of immaculate probity the 
proposition would, of course, be ren- 
dered much easier, but even then it 
/would not be settled, for there are 
powers behind the assessor which men 
of great wealth know how to influence, 
and do influence. In a county not very 
far north of Los Angeles there is a 
great landed corporation which prac- 
tically controls the affairs of that 
county. It owns thousands of head of 
fine horses and other stock, some of 
which are worth thousands of dollars 
apiece. This stock is, if we are cor- 
‘rectly informed, assessed this yeur at 
an average of $5 a head. This com- 


- pany has so much at stake that it

The county referred to is by. no 
means the only one in California where 
such a condition of affairs prevails, to 
a greater or less extent. It is only 
referred to as showing the fact that 
to secure a uniform and just system of 
taxation in any county aomething more 
than integrity on part of the assessor 
is needed. 

Our correspondent may claim that 
these arguments go to prove the neces- 
sity for his proposed remedy, namely, 
& graduated tax. We do not, however, 
look at it in this light. What condi- 
tion of affairs should we arrive at in 
this country if, when ever we find 
that a certain law is not enforced, we. 
should go to work and frame another 
law to take the place of it? Phe next. 
thing would be that the new law would 
not work well, and then still another 
would have to be designed, so that, 
before long, we should none of us 
know just exactly what luws were in 
existence. We do not see how our 
correspondent can claim that a com- 
plete enforcement of the present law 
would be insufficient; because, as far 


as we are. aware, there has 
never: yet been any systematic 
attempt made in this State.to en- 
force it. The taxpayers undoubtedly 


have the power 
if they make 


olve this probiem, 
their minds to do 
so. Let them | that every land- 
owner shall pay Taxés on a valuation 
approaching the price which he asks 
for his property. There would be no 
trouble in ascertaining what that price 


should be, for every land-owner has a 4 


pretty good idea as to what his neigh- 
bor’s land is worth, and, even if half 
a dozen or more should stand in with. 
each other to “‘bear’’ prices, there are 
always plenty of small property-owners. 
in the neighborhood, who would ‘‘give 
the game away,” when, by doing so, 
they would lighten their own rate of 
taxation. At present, it. would be of 
comparatively littie*use to make com- 
paints of such a character, because 
no general public opinion has been 
aroused on tthe subject. But once !et 
such an opfnion be aroused--let ft be 
made disgraceful for a man. to under- 
value his property, and thus cast a 
heavier burden on his poorer neighbor— 
let the assessors be closely watched 
an eid to ithe performance of their 
s duty, and we shali find that 
taxation of land is all at once very 
largely increased in some quarters and 
largely decreased in others, while, at 
the same time, as aforesaid, there will 
be a great hastening on ‘the part of the 
owners of large tracts to subdivide 


| them and let others get a chance to 


do a portion’ of the tax-paying. 
NOT A RULER. 


Some of the newspapers. have got 
into the habit of referring to the Pres- 
ident of -this country as a “ruler.” 
This is not correct, and, while it may 
appear to be a trifling matter, yet 
patriotic Americans are inclined to be 
very jealous of anything that in the 
slightest degree departs from the con- 
ception and recognition of this as a 
repubiican form of government. Com- 
menting upon this tendency on the part 
of some of ‘the papers, ithe California 
Fruit-grower says:, 

“We obserwe that the Chronicle of 
this city, d some other papers in va- 
rious parts of the State, speak of ex- 
‘ruler 
over 60,000,000 people. We hope the 
expression will not become general. Tihe 
people of the United States acknewl- 
edge no ‘ruler’ in Mr. Harrison or 
any other man. When they dv, they 
will deserve not only to be ruted, but 
ruled with a rod of iron. It is un- 
American to speak. of a President as 
@® ruler, and no self-respecting Amer- 
ican citizen should apply or acknowl- 
edge such a titie. If we really defend 
the title by saying that the President 
does rule without the ‘egal title, then 


let us hedge him about, curtail the 


patronage of the office, but never ad- 
nd or allow that the President or 
a other official in this country is 
the ruler of any body of American 
citizens.” 

THE EPA OF CHEAF LITERATURE. 


The sale of the Overlan1 Magazine to 
an ex-diplomuat and journalist named 
Rounseville Wildman is announced. 
The Overland has hed « checkered ca- 
reer, and has never been a success 
from .a financial point of view. It 
hes, however, shown itself tu be re- 
spevtable and genyine in its literary 
aims, and has been devotd uf the pros- 
titution, the vemality and meretricious 
qualities, and the pinchbeck cheapness. 
of its more pretentious rival, the Cali- 
fornian Magazine. The population of 
the Coast is still so comparatively lim- 
ited as to make the success of a purely 
literary publication ‘something that—is 


very difficult te achieve, especially at 


the present time, when the whole coun- 
try is so closely united by railroad 
and telegraph, and when such excellent 
magazines are jssued in the East at 
a remarkably low price, depending for 
their profits on the edvertising patron- 
age, which comes with a very large 
circulation. After the Ladies’ Home 
Journal showed what may be done in 
this direction, it was followed by the 


Cosmopolitan Megazine, which reduced. 


its price to 12% cents—wince raised to 
15—without diminishing the value or 
quantity of ite contents. Now comes 


Munsey’s Magazine, with a reduction 
from 25 cents to 10 cents, and of sub- 
scription’ price from $3 to $1 a year, 
While the reading matter and ‘illustra- 
tions have been improved, placing it 
in the front rank. of the illustrated | 


-monthlies. It is difficult. to see how 
cheapening can go any further in this 
direction unless ‘the pubiications are 
actually given away. In each case 


these ventures have been followed by 


an immense increase in circulation 
from advertising. 
Certainly, the-people of this genera- 
tion are to be congratulated on the 
wealth of literary and artistic material 
which tes placed at their disposal for 
a merely nominal sum, There is some 
danger that this plethora of good things 
may induce a superficial style of read- 
ing, whereby hittle is retuined of what 
ix read, im comparison with.the earlier 
days, when books wers vatued posses- 
sions, ‘to be carefully read, cver und 
over again, and then discussed in the 
family circle or ot the village store. 
There will, however, be faw to seriously 
qustion that cheap and good Hterature 
‘is one of the greatest blessings of 
these closing years cf the century. 


It iz very evident that the only 
thing which keeps Los Angeles from 
taking a big bound forward is the gen- 
eral depression which prevails through- 
but the country. Our clearing-house 
returns are very encouraging, and not 
a day passes that several letters are 
not received from persone in the East, 
who express their intention of coming 
here to settle as soon as*’they can ar- 
range their affairs.

Rev. B. W. R. Tayler, rector of St. 
John’s Episcopal Church, preached ves- 
terday’ morning from the text, ‘‘Ciod 
forbid that I should glory save in the 
cross of our Lord Jesus Christ.”—Gala- 
tians vi, 14. 

Explaining the situation of two con- 
tending parties in the church in Gala- 
tia, the one orthodox and the other 
composed of Christianized Jews who 
still wished to retain the outward rites 
and ceremonies of Judaism, the 
preacher said that St. Paul rebuked 
this manifestation of a sectarian spirit 
in the church teHing them that in 
Christ Jesus neith circumcision nor 
uncircumcision availed anything; that 
which did avail was by becoming a new 
or regenerated creature.

Says: “Come over with us to the club, 
we have the best dinners, 
cigars, the best wines, the best bodks 
and magazines. Ah, old fellow, talk 
about your home and your business, I 
have them, too, but there is no place 
like theclub.’"’ And so idealism grades 
down to the vilest, lowest and,most 
infamous grade, -but its very existence 
shows that it is the ideal of some 
people who rejoice in its realization. 

Casting but a passing glance at all 
these various ideals which fit into the 
lives of many. people who - make up 
this queer and complex world of ours, 
let us see which is the highest and best 
ideal. And beautiful as the picture of 
home is, with its merry laughter, its 
happiness, its refinement and its cul- 
ture, it is doing it no injustice to say 
that home is not the highest ideal for 
man. It is a very high idea!, and one 
whick every right-thinking man snd 
woman who have health and strength 
should try to realize. The words health 
and strength are used advisedly, for 
the propagation of children with heredi- 
tary instincts of erime, or with a cer- 
tainty of inheriting diseases is a sin 
against society.

Christ realized fs the divine ideul, 
around which alone should cluster and 
revolve those good thoughts and con- 
ceptions which are generated in the

But as there are wheels’ within 
wheels, suv even within the Christian 
religion are found ideals of various 
kinds which men-set up as the center 
of its system. One man exalts dogma 
and. doctrine above all else; anbpther 
man exalts ritual and ceremonies; an- 
ther exalts the church, even. to the ob- 
scuring of Him who is her Lord and 
Master, Jesus Christ.

__An object lesson-fér—-the whole world is 
afforded just now, by the social conditions 
in Anstralia, where says a letter to the 
Globe Democrat from Victoria, B. 
amid the unexampled splendor of a 
and the comfortable competence of a 
many, there are tens ‘of thousands abso- 
litely' without means to obtain a night's 
shelter, sleeping in the streets or squares 
of the great cities, and wherever covered 
spots can be found around the public 
buildings, scantily clad and able to beg 
little more than. enough food to barely 
sustain their miserable lives. This con- 
dition of affairs is about eight years old, 
but has not improved with age. At. the 
outset government and municipal relief 
works on a gigantic scale provided honor- 
able employment for..a large proportion 
of the deserving poor, but the collapse 
of the banks and the general financial 
stringency compelled the government to 
discontinue this form, of relief,. which had 
been carried on means of borrowed 
and now there haS been substi- 
less expensivé expedient of 
mainfaining relief bureats through which 
food is doled out to the needy applicants, 
and tickets of admission are issued en- 
titling the holder to a night’s rest in the 
“penny doss houses,’’ maintained by the 
efforts of gharitable organizations who 
are able to colleet privately the propor- 
tion of expense of maintaining the lodg- 
ing places whioh.the charge of a penn 
per head per night’ does not meet. Thoug 
this sad story of distress is old and. fa- 
miliar in the colonies, the mark in- 
crease in the victims of poverty has of 
late forced the press to give to the matter 
a publicity which has hitherto been avoi- 
ded as much as: possible. But travelers 
arriving by the Australian ships. tell of 
distressing incidents beyond even those 
mentioned in the newspapers. 

The plain facts are that there are in- 
finitely more people in Australia than 
' there is work for, and that there is little 
likelihood of secur'ng employment for this 
surphis labor, until there is a ica} 
change in the economic systems for the 
colonies. In New South Wales, for ex-

In the country the condition of affairs 
aralleis that in the cities; the good 
and’ is given up to the raising of sheep 
by the million at the rate of one acre for 
eaoh sheep, and the number of men em- 
ployed is infinitesmally small compared 
with the occupied erea, which includes 
the best and most accessible farming 
lands in the colonies. | 
The arrogant attitude of the labor and 
the high rate of wages demanded has un- 
doubtedly had mu to do with makin 
home manufaoture an impossibility, anc 
has been a main cause.of the present 
deplorable condition of affairs. But it is 
the effect, mot the cause, which now en- 
gages pubtic attentfon. The government 
has already established a number of ex- 
perimental ‘‘village settlements,’’ where 
men work small patches of land under 
inspection, and thousands have 
équipped with tools and supplies, 
o that they may ‘“fossick’’ for gold in 
abandoned fields, which will still pay fair 
wages. The steady increase, however, in 
the distress makes it more and more ap- 
parent that to secure permanent relief

Referring the notoriots Peralta-Réavis 
claim to portions of Maricopa, Pinal, Gra- 
ham, Gila and Grant counties under an al- 
leged Spanish grant it should be known 
that much published on the subject is not 
4 fair statement of the facts. The ex- 
tended space devoted to the subject by the 
San Francisco Examiner on‘ March 15 was 
calculated to mislead all classes of read- 
ers and prove prejudictal to the best in- 
terests of Arizona. It is a fact that such 
a claim has been made and very strenuous 
efforts are being exerted to confirm it. 
But that these are sure to. be unavailing 
because unfounded in fact seems certain. 
Space does not permit, nor would public 
interest require. a history of this claim 
in these columns. The _ present status of 
the case as it 1s viewed tn the’ United 
Staes Land Office and by competent 
authorities on the subject is all that calls 
for . discussion, and properly defined is 
sufficient to satisfy every reasonable 
mind that fraud underlies the whole prop- 
osition. The claim made is by one James 
A. Reavis, or Peralta-Reavis, to some ot 
the most valuable lands in Southern Ari- 
zona, 2,000,000 acres in area. To show how 
the matter looks to one in a position ‘to 
know from the most thorough investiga- 
tion the following extracts from a recent 
interview. with Surveyor-General R. A. 
Johnson are here introduced. He says: 

“Reavis’s first appearance upon this 
nefarious: claim was in the fall. of 1882, 
when he-claimed a .part of the country 
which he now includes within the boun- 
daries of the so-called Peralta land grant. 
In March, 1883, Reavis filed a claim whicn 
he said was entitled to him by a pur- 
chase coming to him by a purchase from 
a Baron at Wickensburg, who 
died soon after making the deed to one 
Dr. Willing for a small consideration. 
Right at this point the claim diverges 
between the heirs of the’ Peraltas, who 
claim to be the first lineal descendants 
of Don Miguel Peralta, Baron of the Col- 
orados: Reavis presented this title to 
himself with: a great deal of gusto and 
the time-worn paper, written in the 
Baron’s language, stained with marks of 
age; was a great surprise to the Sur- 
veyor-Cieneral’s office, where {it ‘was’ for 
a'timé allowed to lie dormant.« 

“In 1983 Surveyor Robbins died and J 
became Surveyor-General. Having a legal 
education I conclude@ that I would un- 
dertake to unravel the mystery, and it 
looked like a very formidable undertak- 
ing. During this time I saw a great deal 
of Reavis. Spasmodically he would come 
into the office, either tO get his papers 
or to file new papers in the interest of 
his claim, and it was right here he ma 
a fatal mistake. He filed too many pa- 
pers. 

“The records that were surreptitiously 
added to the San Xavier Mission books 
were in the hands of a man by the name 
of Hunter in Washington, and. the. nega- 
tives of the photographs. which he had 
filed in the Surveyor-General’s office and 
in the Land Office at Washington were in 
the hands of Photographer Bell in Wash- 
ington.
